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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

1. Rejections made under 35 USC 1 12 are hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable Sasaki et al 
(5,839,339), hereafter Sasaki, in view of Fisher (4,075,916). Sasaki discloses base 2; table 3; 
miter axis is coUinear with element 4; plane is coplanar with element 8 as shown in figure 1; saw 
assembly 1; motor 41; blade 36; arbor 33; upper blade guard 3 1, 32; pivot arm 15; first fence is 
shown on the left side of the saw in figure 12; second fence is shown in the right side of the saw 
in figure 12; longitudinal axis of motor is collinear with element 42 in figure 2; longitudinal axis 
is at a zero degree angle when the motor extends away from the table as shown in phantom lines 
in figure 2; motor does not extend towards the table when the motor longitudinal axis is parallel 
to the miter axis as shown in figure 2; sliding fence 125; lock mechanism 126; fixed fence 1 14, 
122; workpiece support assembly 129, 127, 128, 125, 126; support portion 125. Sasaki discloses 
everything as noted above, but does not disclose the motor longitudinal axis being perpendicular 
to the longitudinal axis of the arbor, however, Fisher teaches the longitudinal axis being 
perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the arbor in figure 2. It would have been obvious to 
provide the motor longitudinal axis being perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the arbor in 
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Sasaki as taught by Fisher in order to make the saw more compact and allow the user to access 
workpieces on the table. It is to be noted that the limitations do not require the miter saw to be 
adjustable. 

Response to Arguments 
4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-29 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
